No. 33 (14) /74-Policy.— The Central Power Research 
Institute was set up by the Government of India in 1950 
wilh headquarters at Bangalore and its Switchgear 
Testing and Development Station at Bhopal, with the 
following objectives : — 

(i) to undertake investigation and research on 
various problems connected with the develop- 
ment and utilisation of electrical energy re- 
sources in India in a rational and economical 
manner; 

(ii) to conduct such experiments and studies as 
would lead to better technical efficiency and 
economy in various aspects of the power sup- 
ply industry; 

(iii) to develop, through applied research, suitable 
design and types of equipment for utilising 
indigenous material resources for rapid growth 
of power supply facilities; and 

(iv) to undertake applied research to help promo- 
tion of the manufacturing potential of electri- 
cal equipment in this country to meet the 
rapidly increasing demand for power from 
large-scale industrial and agricultural pro- 
grammes. 

2. During the 14 years of its existence, while the 
Institute has installed highly sophisticated modern equip- 
ment for short circuit test s on high and low voltage 
switchgear and has been providing testing facilities in 
this area, it does not seem to cover all aspects of research 
On problems relating to electricity industry. The Institute 
does not appear to be involving itself more actively and 
closely with a large number of important problems which 
1 need to be solved in the interest of quick development of 
electricity industry in, India enabling it to take advantage 
of modern development. The question having assumed 
greater importance in view of the massive power develop- 
ment programmes in the Five Year Plans, the Govern- 
ment of India have decided to set up a Committee to 
assess the extent to which the Institute has succeeded in 
achieving the objectives with which it was set up as also 
to suggest the lines on which its future development 
should be planned.

(iv) Examine the staffing pattern and the methods 
of recruitment at various levels and to recom- 
mend modifications of any, to ensure that the 
Institute achieves the revised objectives of a 
high level Research Institute, 

(v) Suggest the mechanism for ensuring close co- 
ordination between the Institute, other Research 
Organisations and the electricity supply industry 
for optimum utilisation of the research facilities 
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( c) to indicate the research institutions to be en- 
trusted with the study,

(e) to study the reports to be received from the 
research institutions, 

(f) to evaluate the experience of the implementation 
of the PIREP with a view to formulating guide- 
lines for the adoption of policy and programmes 
in respect of employment in the future. 

4, The committee will draw up its own procedure for 
work and submit its reports by December 1975. 

5. T.A, and D.A. of the >non-official members of the 
committee will be met from the provision made for ac- 
commodating the expenses of Administration and Direc- 
tion for PIREP in the budget of the Department of Com- 
munity Development. The non-official members will be 
treated as Grade I Officers of the Central Government 
for the grant of T.A. and D.A.

RESOLUTION 

No. F. 5/3/74-FPClB). — Following the recommenda- 
tions of the Film Enquiry Committee, 1951, the Govern- 
ment of India had established in 1960 the Film Institute 
of India at Poona with the object of providing within the 
country, facilities for imparting technical training in a 
scientific and systematic manner, in the art and 'craft of 
film-making and thus helping in the improvement of 
technical a s well as aesthetic standards of Indian films. 
With the extension of its sphere of activity to television, 
the Institute was renamed as the ‘Film and Television 
Institute of India'. This Institute functioned as a sub- 
ordinate office of the Ministry of Information and Broad- 
casting. 

2. In November 1971, the Government of Tndia 
appointed a Committee to enquire into the working of 
the Film and Television Institute of India, Poona. This 
Committee undertook a comprehensive review of various 
activities of the Institute and made a scries of recom- 
mendations aimed at improving the teaching, research and 
the administrative functioning of the Institute. The 
Committee inter alia recommended that the Institute 
should be given much larger measure of administrative 
autonomy to enable it to achieve its objectives. 

3. Following this recommendation the Government of 
India converted the Film and Television Institute of India, 
Poona into a self-governing Society under ihe Societies’ 
Registration Act (XXT) of 1860 with effect from the 1st 
October, 1974. . 

4. The aims and objectives of the new Institute are as 
follows : 


(1) to take over and carry on the administration and 
management of the former Film and Television 
Institute of Tndia; 

(2) to develop suitable patterns of teaching in all 
branches of film art including television, both 
at undergraduate and post-graduate levels so as' 


(b) to lay down the questionaires to be canvassed 
from the workers, officials, non-officials, Pan- 
chayati Raj Institutions and others, 
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to establish high standards of film education in 
India; 

(3) to constantly endeavour at raising the technical 
standards of Indian films so as to make them 
aesthetically more satisfying and acceptable; 

(4) to facilitate regular inflow of fresh ideas and 
jnew techniques in the field of cinema and tele- 
vision and a corresponding outflow of trained 
personnel imbibing these ideas and techniques; 

(5) to produce trained manpower both for the 
growing needs of the Him industry and televi- 
sion organisations in India; and 

(6) to create a new awareness among the future 
film-makers of the potentialities of film medium 
as a means of not only entertainment but also 
of education and artistic expression. 

5. The Society comprising both official and non-official 
members has taken over the Institute with effect from 1st 
October, 1974.
